LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM ENGLAND. 
Resignation of Earl Grey's Ministry—Aban- 
donment of the Reform Bill—Public Meet- 
ings in different parts of the Kingdom—T he | 

Duke of Wellington probably at the head of 

the Ministry. 

The vote in the House of Lords upon the Reform 
Bill though upon a collateral question, appears to 
have been considered us affording decisive evidence 
that the majority of the peers were opposed to the 
measure, and that nothing remained but either to re. 
sort to the creation of new peers, or for the ministry 
to resign if his Majesty should not think proper to 
adopt that measure. Application was accordingly 
made to the King, who declined the proposition; and 
thereupon the Ministry tendered their resignations, 
and his Majesty graciously accepted the same. 

On the 10th, Lord Ebrington, in the House of 
Commons, moved that an address be presented by 
the House to the King, imploring bim to call to his 
councils only such persons as will carry into effect 
the bill that had already passed the House. Upon 
taking the question, the vote stood, for the motion, 
288, against it, 208—maijority for the motion, 80. 

On receiving intelligence of the resignation of 
Lord Grey and his colleagues, the Manchester Re- 
form committee immediately summoned a meeting at 
the Town Hall, which was crowded by the merchants 
of the town. A resolution was unanimously passed, 
‘ That a petition be addressed to the House of Com. 
mons, praying them to = all supplies of public 
money, until the Reform Bil! be passed without mu. 
tilation.”” The petition, in three hours, received 
21,000 signatures, aod the deputation proceeded with 
it by express te London, for presentation to the 
House.

“ We, the Lord Mayor, Alderman, and Common 
Council of the city of London, should be wanting in 
duty toourselves and to posterity if we did not ex- 
press our overwhelming sorrow at such a fearful ca- 
lamity, and our serious apprehensions that unless 
your Majesty be graciously pleased to re-instate in 
office your late honest ministers, and to take mea- 
sures promptly to give to the people of England the 
great Reform Bill, unmutilated and unimpaired, that 
an enduring but a brave and determined people, 
driven to despair by the destruction of their long 
cherished expectations, may have to witness those 
distressing calamities which have afflicted other na-

LATEST FROM FRANCE. 


By the ship Henry IV, Captain Rockett, which | 


left Havre on the lith of May, we are furnished 

with Paris papers to the 9th and Havre to the 1!th. 
Cnocera.—lIn Paris the disease continued to de- 

crease—at midnight on the 7th only 48 deaths were 


soon to recover. The disease prevailed more in 
other parts. 

At Havre, on the 7th, four new cases were report- 
ed in the hospital, and none in the city, The whole 
number of cases had been 63, 27 deaths, 17 cured 
and 19 under treatment. 

The Duke of Reichstadt was recovering from his 
illness. 

Arrest of the Duchess de Berri.—The steamboat 
Charles Albert, having on board the Duchess de 
Berri, the Duke of Almazan, the Duke de Escars, 
and the son of Marshal Bourmont, with several other 
prominent members of the Carlist party, having at- 
tempted to land at Marseilles, was seized by the 
armed ship Sphynx, conducted te Ajaccio in Corsi- 
ca, and the passengers were put on board a frigate 
which was to return thern to Holy Rood. The 
Moniteur gives, semi-officially, details of the affair, 
which has excited much attention. The Constitu- 
tionnel declaims against the illegality of the pro- 
ceeding. 

The Chambers were to be called together on the 
Ist of August. 

The French troops have evacuated Ancona, and 
the Austrians have received similar orders, and most 
of them are already gone. 

Polish Frontiers, April 23.—The government of 
Warsaw, are acting with a rigor that excites gener- 
al horror, especially among the upper classes, who 
were its chief object. Filly distinguished individu- 
als had been arrested in the night by the special or- 
der of Marshal Paskewitsch himself, and sent off in 
close carriages. Their destination was uoknown. 
A conspiracy was alleged as the motive uf the pro- 
ceeding. 

Ht was expected that Prussia would yield to the so- 
licitations of the Polish Committee of Paris, and 
permit the Pules, about 5000, now in Prussia, tode- 
part for France, and defray the expense of the jour- 
ney. These troops would pass through Germany, 
the French government having made an arrange- 
ment to that end with the powers whose territories 
they would traverse, and who were to be indemnified 
for their support. 


Brussevs, May 7.—The ratification exchanged by 
Russia arrived this morning, but will not be publish- 
ed before the opening of the Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives on the 10th. The government is afraid to 
submit to aninnadversion, this act, which contrary 
to those which preceded it, states the precise condi- 
tions on which the Emperor Nicholas has signed it. 
On the other hand, M. de Menlenaere, Minister of 
Foreign affairs is about to be absent for a few days. 
He wishes rest, that he may meditate on the means 
to beemployed to cause the Chamber to accept of 
the pacific ultimatum of the Autocrat. Another re- 
portsays, that the Minister retires to Bruges to act 
as Governor of West Flanders, a function connected 
with that of Minister. He has taken away all that 
belongs to him as minister, even to his old slippers. 
He will give in his resignation, not to be obliged to 
confess that he has completely resigned all preten- 
sions, to M. Thorn, and to escape the mortification 
of proposing the adoption of modifications, which 
are already prevented by M. Veu de Weyer, M. 
Menlenaere will only give his vote as a Representa- 
tive, and our Ambassador at London wiil be charged 
with sustaining the discussion. 

Itis not doubted then that, in re-assembling the 
Chambers, in secret committee, and making use of 
the King’s name there, while without it will be af- 
firmed that Leopold is opposed, they will succeed in 
making the Legislature adopt the last ukase from 
London.

At that period, a tremendous firing was kept up up- 
on the city by the government army, both day and 
night, more than 300 bomb shells being thrown into 
the city every 24 hours. Great ravage had, in con- 
sequence, been made in the city, and several breach- 
es inthe walls. Gen, Santanna, whatever exagger- 
ated accounts may have been stated to the contrary, 
has not more than a thousand armed men in the place, 
of which but a small portion are regular troops.— 
Alarmed by the determination shown by the besieg- 
ing army to carry the place by storm, he has thrown 
open the prisons of the place, and armed the con- 
victs, and all those who had forfeited their liberties & 
lives to the offended laws of the country. In con- 
sequence of this rash act, the greatest alarm prevails 
among all the respectable inhabitants of the place.

LATEST FROM THE WEST. 


From the Missouri Republican. 
Sr. Lotus, May 29. 

The War.--Disastrous accounts are brought by 
every arrival from above, of the massacre of families 
residing near the scene of Indian hostilities. We 
fear that these barbarities are to be continued for a 
long time ; indeed, from the complexion of our ac- 
counts, nothing but the most energetic measures, 
and daring bravery, will be able to restore peace to 
that section of the country. 

We learn from a letter dated on board the steam- 
boat Caroline, Hennepin, Ilinois river, May 21st; 
that a party bad just come into that place from In- 
dian creek, (running into Fox river,) where they 
buried fifteen men, women and children, whom the 
indians had killed on the day previous, and cut, 
mangled, and mutilated in their usual savage man- 
ner. ‘Two young women, about 17 years old, were 
taken away by the Indians as prisoners; the father 
and mother bad been previously murdered. The 
party, it is said, was about thirty strong; and little 
doubt is entertained that they belonged to the Potta- 
watamie tribe. The massacre took place about 25 
or 30 miles from Hennepin. It is also stated, that 
the Indians were spreading devastation in every di- 
rection, and for that purpose had separated into 
small parties. 

Gen. Atkinson had joined Gen. Whitesides, at 
Dixon’s Ferry. On the 22d, Gen. Whitesides’ 
brigade amounting to 1400 men, was despatched up 
Sycamore creek, to pursue the trail of the Indians 
and tocompel them into submission, if practicable. 
General Atkinson had determined to maintain his 
present position, to prevent the falling back of the 
Sauks. Should it be necessary, on further informa- 
tion, for him to cross Fox river, and operate against 
the Sauks, it was his design promptly to do so.— 
Forty or fifty miles would bring him into their neigh- 
borhood. 

The citizens of Pekin, it is said. are much alarm. 
ed, in consequence of a band of 200 Kickapoos be. 
ing seen at the head of the Mackinaw, many of 
whom were strangers. 

While these dangers are staring the frontier citi- 
zens in the face, another equally alarming, bas come 
upon them. The distress already felt for the want 
of provisions, is represented as being very great, and 
must hourly increase. A letter before us says: “1 
forgot to mention the distressing situation of the in- 
habitants in this region, owing to the scarcity—I 
might almost say, total absence of provisions of any 
kind. The most intelligent of the citizens assert, 
that there is not in the country at large, sufficient 
provisions, owing to the failure of the crops and the 
destruction by the Indiaus, to subsist the population, 
scarce as itis, for ten days; and at many points 
there is not even one day’s provisions, where there is 
something like fifty or seventy people to feed. They 
cannot fish for the want of armsand men to protect 
them, otherwise, they might do something to prevent 
themselves from actual starvation, which if they re- 
mained in the country, must ensue, unless relief was 
afforded them.” In this emergency, we understand 
that the Acting Commissaries of the Regular and 
State troops have, with praiseworthy humanity, re- 
solved to afford relief as far as in their power. 

The steamboat Souvenir arrived yesterday from 
[llinois river. She brings news that Gen. White- 
sides was still in pursuit of the Indians, who were 
bending their course towards the ** Big Woods.” 
The whole frontier was in a state of alarm and con- 
fusion. The re of O. W. Kellogg, at Buffalo 
Grove, was completely destroyed. The hat of Mr. 
Winters, mail contractor at Galena, was found near 
Dixon's: he is supposed to have been murdered. 
The body of a man was found near the same place, 
so horribly mangled as not to be known. 

By the steamboat Winnebago, arrived yesterday, 
we received the Galenian of the 24th inst. The 
town of Galena had been placed under martial law ; 
strict orders were given for the employment of the 
citizens upon the blockade which is erecting. Elev- 
en companies of Rangers, Artillerists, &c. had been 
organized in the Mining country, &c. &c. 

ie addition to the above painful intelligence, we 
regret to learn that letters were received in this city 
yesterday, from Fort Armstrong, stating that the In- 
dian Agent of Chicago, and three other persons, 
while on their way to Fort Armstrong, with des- 
patches from Gen. Atkinson, were attacked by a 
party of Indians, and all of them killed.
